GENERAL 


^    ^  The  following  identifies  farm  machinery  and  equipment  included 

in  rationing  orders  issued  "by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  govern 
the  distr ihution  and  sale  of  new  farm  machinery  and  equipment. 

The  groups  presented  herein  are  merely  for  the  purpose  of  ex-- 
planation  in  this  statement  and  these  groups  are  not  cooparahle  to 
those  of  farm  machinery  and  equipment  shown  in  Limitati^)n  Orders 
of  the  War  Production  Board  or  any  schedules  named  in-  orders  or  • 
memoranda,  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  concerning  the  rationing 
of  farm  machinery.    Neither  the  sale  nor  purchase  for- farm  use  of 
any  items  named  in  these  listings  are  restricted  "by  prioasUy  regu- 
lations of  the  War  Production  Board.  -  - 

Named  under  Groups  I  through  VI  are  the  farm  machljiery  and 
equipment  which  are  now  rationed  through  County  Farm  Rationing 
Committees  and  State  Wax  Boards.    Purchase  certificates  are  re- 
quired for  sales  for  farm  use. 

Items  named  in  Group  VII  are  not  rationed  to  consumers  at 
this  time.  No  purchase  certificates  are  required  for  sales  of 
machinery  listed  in  Group  VII". 

Farm  machinery  and  equipment  pot  named  in  one  of  these  groups, 
at  the  present  time  are  neither  rationed  nor  restricted  as  to 
transfer  or  sale  "by  orders  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Repairs  and  attachments  (v;hether  or  not  to  machines  named  in 
the  following  groups)  are  not  rationed  or  restricted  as  to  transfer 
or  sale. 


GROUP  I 

The  distrilration  and  the  sale  of  farm  machinery  and  equipment 
named  in  Group  I  (helov/)  arc  governed  as  follows: 

Any  item  named  in  this  group  which,  as  of  Octcher  31,  1942, 
was  in  the  stocks  of  manufacturers'  branchhouses,  transfer  v/are** 
houses,  transfer  agents'  v.-arehouses,  or  which  v/ero  on  consignment 
with  dealers,  educational  institutions,  or  were  in  the  hands  of 
distributors,  wholesalers,  jobbers,  mail  order  houses,  or  dealers, 
may  be  transferred  within  the  trp-do  without  restriction  (except 
that  manufacturers  and  distributors  must  pro-rate  on  the  basis  of 
1941  distribution).    Each  Group  I  item  will  be  tagged  by  the  man- 


•uf acturer  sP-^  addressed  to  the  county  for  v/hich  it  is  destined,  A 
sale  for  use  requires  a  purchase  certificate  issued  "by  the  County 
?arin  Rationing  Committee  of  the  county  marked  upon  the  tag  for  sale 
to  a  user. 

Any  item  in  this  group  which,  as  of  Octoher  31,  1942,  was  in  . 
the  stocks  of  raanuf act,urers '  "branchiouses,  transfer  v;arehouses,  trans 
fer  agents'  warehouses,  or  which  v;ere  on  consi.gnment  v,'ith  dealers, 
educational  institutions,  or  were  in  the  hands  of  distritiutors, 
wholesalers-,  Jo'b'bers,- mail  order  houses,  pr  dealers,  may  "be  trans- 
ferred within  the  trade  without  restriction  (except. that  manufacturer 
and  distrihutors  must  -pro-rate  on  the  tasis  of  1941  di.strihution) . 
However,  a  retail  sale  req^uires  a  purchase  certificate.     (See:  Sup- 
■plcmentary  Order  2  to  Food  Production  Order  3*.) 

Each  G-roup,  .1  item  in  manufacturers'  factory  or  plant  stocks 
and  produced  under  L-17G  will  he  tagged  and  directed  to  the  appro- 
priate county.    A  sale  for  use  requires  a  purchase  certificate.  (See 
Paragraph  C  of  Supplementary  Order  3  to  ?ood  Production  Order  3*).

State  quotas  have  "been  estahlished  "by  the  Department  of  Agri~ 
culture  and  county  quotas  "by  State  USDA  V/ar  Boards,  for  items 
named  in  G-roup  I.    Provision  has  been  made.  (Supplementary  Order  3 
to  Rationing  Order  C) ,  for  transfer  and  sale  to  users  of  each  item 
of  G-roup  I  machinery  and  equipment  in.  manufacturers '  factory  stocks 
and  that  manufactured,  under  L-170  as  rapidly  as  distribution  plans 
are  received  "by  manufacturers  from  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  ■ 

After  a  County  Parm  Rationing  Committee  receive.s  'its  quota 
for  a  machine  named  in  Group  I,  the  committee  may  not  issue  pur- 
chase certificates  in  excess -of  its  quota — even  though  the  numher 
of  machines  in  dealers'  hands  in  the  .county  exceeds  the  quota  which 
has  Uecn-  estahlished.     A  County  Farm  Rationing  Committee,  hov/eyer, 
may  appeal  to  the  State  USDA  V/ar  Board  for  an  increased  coimty  quota. 
Within  the  limits  -of  a  State  quota,  a  State    USDA  Wax  Eoej-d  has  the 
authority  to  grant  increases  in  county  quota,s  on  machinery  or 
equipment  in  dealers'-  hands  in  order  to  obtain  an  equitahl.e  distri- 
hution  tjetween  counties.

Order  L-26,  and  60  percent  of  the  manufacturer's  authorized  quota  under  War  Pro- 
duction Board  Order  L-170  may  be  transferred  to  other  manufacturers,  distributors, 
mail  order  houses  or  dealers  for  resale,  vj-itljout  restriction;  aaid  m.ay  be  sold  for 
farm  use  to  any  person  v;ho  presents  a  "purchase  certificate"  issued  hy  Co'^jnty 
Farm  Rationing  Committees.     Tiie  rt^m^a-ining  40  percent  produced  u.nder  L-170  is 
"frozen"  in  the  possession  of  manufacturers,  and  may  be  transferred  for  storage

METAL  MILK  CAinIS  AND  COVERS:    All  r.ew  metal  milk  cans  and  covers  manu- 
factured  before  the  erfeciTve  date  of  Ylar  Production  Board  Order  M-200,  and 
70  percent  of  the  manufacturers  authorized  production  under  V-200  may  be  sold 
to  other  manufacturerSj  distributors,  mail  order  houses,  or  dealers,  for  re- 
sale, without  a  "purchase  certificate")  and  may  be  sold  to  users  who  present 
a  "purchase  certificate"  issued  by  County  Farm  Rationing  Committees  (or  by 
State  USDA  War  Boards  to  users  operating  in  more  than  one  county).  The 
remaining  30  percent  authorized  by  r-200  is  "frozen"  until  released  by  the 
Di.rector,  Food  Production  Administration,  Department  of  Agriculture,  following 
presentation  to  him.  of  the  facts  concerning  the  special  need  for  the  transfer 
of  a  specific  item. 

Each  manufacturer  m.ust  distribute  metal  milk  cans  and  covers  in  accordance 
with  the  distribution  pattern  which  he  followed  in  1941.     (See:  section  2.213 
of  Food  Production  Oi-der  3'"'  and  paragraph  B,  Supplementary  Order  1  to  Food 
Production  Order  3'"*« ) 

Metal  milk  can  covers  are  sold  separately  and  are  not  rationed.

The  item.s  named  in  Group  VII  (belov/)  are  not  rationed  to  consumers  at 
this  time,    Hovrever,  factory  stocks  of  nenuf acturers  are  frozen,  pending  dis- 
tribution directions.    All  other  stocks  in  in.  hands  of  m.anufacturors,  distri- 
butors, m.ail  order  houses,  and  dealers,  may  b'j  sold  v.lthout.  restriction,  except 
that  manuf actur,:  iTs  and  distributors  must  prorate  their  distribution  on  the  basis 
of  their  1941  sales.    Although  each  item,  v-dll  be  tagged^'for  a  coi:a:ity,  no  purchase 
certificate  is  required  for  sale  to  a  user.     (See:     Gupplenentai^'  Order  2  and  3j

Transfers  and  sales  of  farm  machinery  and  equipp.ent  for  non-farm  use  are 
not  controlled  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,    Persons  desiring  farm  machinery 
for  non-farm  use  should  apply  to  the  War  Production  Board  for  a  priority.
